Joseph was reached shortly after the lunch hour and there was am- 
ple time for a run down to the yards to give the cattle a once over 
before meeting the boys at the St. Charles hotel for dinner. The 
cattle were in fine condition and resting peacefully except for the 
few visitors who were getting them up in order that they might 
“fee] them out.” The quality and condition of the cattle was indeed 
pleasing, and Manager Hal T. Hooker surely did a good job when he 
assembled these forty-four splendid specimens for this annual event. 

Upon returning to the hotel toward evening we discovered that 
Secretaries Chas. Gray, of the National Association, and J. D. 
Blackwell, of the Missouri State Association, had made a similar 
trip of inspection, returning an hour or so earlier. Soon others be- 
gan to drop in and as the ev- 
ening trains arrived the Dod- 
die men made the hotel lobby 
seem quite familiar and glad 
greetings were on every 
hand. The Missouri boys are 
a jolly bunch and go to no lit- 
tle trouble to make their 
guests feel at home. 

At seven o’clock the din- 
ing room doors were thrown 
open and some sixty men and 
women found places at the 
tables. A splendid five course 
dimer was seived the guests. 
Immediately following dinner 
Secretary J. D. Blackwell, as- 
sumed the role of toastmast- 
er, explaining that the duty 
was forced upon him inas- 
much as President Arthur 
Kahn was unable to be pres- 
ent on account of urgent 
business elsewhere. Mr. 
Blackwell then read the pres- 
ident’s. message which fol- 
lows: 

“I regret exceedingly 
that circumstances make it 


for us. We have passed through the 

readjustment period, liquidation has 
been effected, and we are now entering a period of reconstruction. 
Blue sky prices for pure bred cattle, so much in evidence during 
the boom, have been discounted, the farmer and breeder that is 
making purchases, at prices now prevailing, is building on a sound 
foundation, and will get handsome returns from his purchases in 
the years to come. 

“The interest that the farmer is taking in National affairs as 
evidenced by the great Agricultural Conference in Washington re- 
cently, will bring profit and betterment, and normal business con- 
ditions will follow as the buying power of the farmer returns. I 
desire to express my gratification at the good results which will 
come to Aberdeen-Angus breeders from the action taken by our 
National board of directors at their last meeting in Chicago, for 
the curtailing of all unneces- 
sary expenses, which is abso- 
lutely necessary in every line 
of business. 

“We should give our 
hearty approval and support 
to the Pure Bred Bull Cam- 
paign, which is now carried 
on through our farm bureaus 
and it would be fitting fox 
this body to pass resolutions. 
thanking the Chamber of 
Commerce of Kansas City for 
the liberal premiums offered 
by them to stimulate the re- 
placement of the scrub with 
a pure bred sire. 

“T also recommend the 
establishment of calf clubs. 
Through our County Agents, 
we should give all assistance 
possible in this work as the 
future benefit will be of great 
value to popularize Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. It will 
create a love for better cat- 
tle in the hearts of our boys 
and girls, which will mean 
greater happiness and satis-

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To the Memory of William A. McHenry 


I regard it a great hono1 
and privilege to have the oppor- 
tunity to comment on the life 
work of so great a man as the 
late William A. McHenry, and, 
were it not for the fact of my 
present associations with Mr. 
John B. Brown, who for so many 
years had charge of the breeding 
operations as well as the fitting 
and showing of the cattle, I would not attempt so great an under- 
taking. Even with the splendid memory and data at the hands of 
Mr. Brown and with twenty-five years asquaintance with Mr. 
McHenry and his operations, | can but touch lightly on the wonder- 
ful work he has accomplished in cattle breeding and what he has 
left to prosterity. 

It has often been said that the breeder’s art is an heritage born 
to man rather than attained afterwards. Be that as it may, no one 
will deny that the successful moulding of animal form with a fixed 
ideal in mind is the handiwork of an artist and is deserving of 
the greatest admiration of his fellow breeders. 

For many years prior to 1885 Mr. McHenry maintained a herd 
of Shorthorn cattle from which he produced many of the steers 
which he finished for the markets, being a large feeder of both 
cattle and hogs and a close student 
of market conditions he noticed the 
wonderful merit in Aberdeen-Angus 
bullocks and their ability to top the 
market over and above the other 
breeds. This led him to try Aberdeen- 
Angus sires on his Shorthorn females 
and the results were so satisfactory 
that he decided to enter into the breed- 
ing of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. 

This was in the days of F. W. 
Harvey, of Turlington, Nebraska. In 
the frequent visits to Turlington in 
the pursuit of foundation stock “Uncle 
Billy Watson” recognized in McHenry 
a student of animal husbandry and 
gave him very substantial advice on 
the breed and its origin and in after 
years found in him a safe custodian 
for his Aberdeen-Angus literature and 
passed it on to him prior to his death. 
These books, papers, clippings and let- 
ters gave him information of great 
value in the selection of foundation 
<tock and herd management. 

Among the noted bulls that had 
to do with the building of the herd 
were Abactor, Jean’s Abactor, Heather 
Lad 4th, Heather Blackbird, Baltimore, 
10th Laird of Estill, Western Star, 
Imp. Edric, Imp. Proteros, Imp. Elimi- 
nator of Ballindalloch, Baden Lad, Star 
of Denison, Royal Laddie, Protine, 
Quality Prince, Glenfoil Thickset 2d, 
Erwin C., Earl Marshall, Blackcap 
Bertram, Bobbie Dobbs and Eston of 
Denison. Abactor and Jean’s Abac- 

.tor were bulls used in the foundation 
work of the herd at the outset and 
their descendants proved to be very 
satisfactory material for the further 
development of the herd. The next bull in use was of Tarlington 
breeding, one of the noted Heather Bloom tribe of that day— 
Heathr Lad 4th. This marked a very decided step forward and he 
must be rated as one of the great sires used in the formation of 
what shortly became the premier herd of America. Heather Lad 
4th left to his credit Heather Blackbird a bull which sired many 
of the great matrons that played a very important part in the for- 
ward movement of the McHenry herd, among them being Barbara 
McHenry 13th, who was rated-the world’s champion in 1901, being 
grand champion over all beef breeds. 

At that time Imp. Cicly, grand champion Shorthorn cow over 
atl breeds in Great Britian, was imported to America for the pur- 
pose of performing the same feat in America. However, she was 
met and defeated by the great Shorthorn cow, Ruberta, and in 
turn Barbara McHenry 13th won grand championship honor over 
Ruberta making her grand champion beef cow of the world.

The influence of the blood of Baden Lad w 
nounced in my judgment of all stock bulls that iar - ‘eon 
herd. Many champions were to his credit and among his - 
daughters most prominent were the many times champion Baran 
McHenrv 24th, Blackcap McHenry 84th, and Blackcap McH ne 
88th. Space forbids making mention of many great females left i 
the herd to his credit. His get won first for four years in aa. 
sion at the International, only to he 
equalled by the get of Earl Marshall 
a McHenry-bred bull that furnished 
the entries for Escher & Ryan on theiy 
get of sire. The famed J. S. Goodwin 
silver loving cup was won three years 
in succession by the McHenry breed- 
viel egal herd which held it perma. 
nently. 

Other bulls of note were Proteros, 
siring many good females, and anothey 
great breeding bull was Protine, hay- 
ing for his sire Baden Lad; Protine 
leaving to his credit the great breeding 
bull. Earl Marshall, that was included 
in the herd at the time they were 
turned over to Escher & Ryan. Ear! 
Marshall has furnished the major por- 
tion of the entries winning for them. 
A great bull was Royal Laddie that 
was purchased at the J. Evans, Jr. ¢ 
Son dispersion sale and must be given 
an honorable mention for he left to 
his credit the thick-set, well-rounded 
out. Bobbie Dobbs, winning Jst as a 
calf throughout the fair circuit. This 
youngster was so much thought of and 
so promising for a stock bull that he 
was retired to the breeding pen and 
but for his untimely death would have 
made a wonderful record as a sire in 
the Premier herd. As it was he left 
just a few calves to his credit, among 
them being Pride McHenry 42d, a rare 
specimen and outstanding winner at 
all the leading fairs. 

I wish to especially comment on 
McHenry’s wonderful Prides, Pride 
McHenry 46th being one of the most 
noted as a producer. She having for 
her sire, Western Star, a bull of ex- 
cellent show yard quality. The 1921 
International Grand Champion, Prince Marshall. has for his dam 
this wonderful cow, Pride McHenry 46th and Earl Marshall for 
the sire. This cow was the pick of the herd and often Mr. Me- 
Henry would refer to her as the model for which he had been striv- 
ing all these years. How really wonderful is the work of McHenry 
as a constructive breeder? To see the fine individuals of his breed- 
ing in the hands of his fellow breeders still at the front, years after 
he had parted with the herd makes it all the more convincing that 
good blood will tell and continue to bring the desired results even 
though they have been separated from the parent herd. 

A great bull was Eston of Denison, got by Imp. Eston of 
Eshott and out of Ebnight 2d. He was the most used stock bull in 
the herd at the time Mr. McHenry decided to give up his cattle. 
Eston of Denison is the sire of Blackcap Bertram, one of the most 
perfect Aberdeen-Angus bulls that ever graced a show ring. Black- 
cap Bertram has changed ownership several times at record break- 
ing prices on a bull of any breed. (Continued on page 17

Offers Cup for Best Baby Beef. 
Special to the Knoxville Sentinel. 


Governor Alf Taylor has offered a silver 
loving cup to be awarded at the next annual 
Nashville Fat Stock Exposition to the boy or 
girl exhibiting the best baby beef. This is 
intended as an incentive to boys and girls of 
Tennesse to breed better cattle. 

“Last November it was my pleasure to 
visit the International Fat Stock Exposition 
in Chicago,” said Governor Taylor, “and af- 
ter looking over what is regarded as being 
the world’s best selection of live stock, I re- 
turned home to find Nashville all in a holi- 
day attire on account of the Nashville Fat 
Stock Exposition, which was held the week 
following the Chicago show. 

“T had never attended an exclusive ‘Fat 
Stock Show’ in the South, but had heard 
much of the progress that is being made by 
the live stock industry in this part of the 
country, the reputation of the Nashville live 
stock market apparently having been her- 
alded pretty much throughout the country, 
I decided to accept an invitation that had 
been extended to me to attend the Nashville 
Show—in fact, I wanted to get some first- 
hand information and see what the farmers 
in the South are doing in the matter of cat- 
tle and hog raising. 

“It was a delightful half day spent at the 
stock yards, the show was all that it was 
reputed to be; that is, the international of 
the South. Maybe there were some finner 
cattle and hogs in the Chicago show than 
there were in Nashville, but it didn’t appear 
so to me.. I never beheld more magnificent 
animals anywhere at any time in my life 
than I saw right here in Nashville. All of 
this was exceedingly gratifying to me, and I 
want to go on record as congratulating our 
Tennessee farmers on the rapid strides they 
are making in the matter of beef and pork 
production. There is no section of the coun- 
try better adapted by nature for the produc- 
tion of cattle, hogs, and sheep; than Ten- 
nessee. The grand old ‘Volunteer State’ 
has every natural advantage it is pos- 
sible for a state to have, and our farmers 
are certainly ‘carrying on.’ But they have 
not yet reached the high mark that is possi- 
ble, and I predict a wonderful future for the 
live stock industry in this part of the 
country. Much credit is due the gentlemen 
who had the vision to build up the Nashville 
Fat Stock Exposition. They are institutions 
of great value to the people and should be 
given the unqualified support of every good 
citizen. 

“The one sailent feature of the Nashville 
show that appealed to me more than any- 
thing else is the part that is being played by 
the boys and girls in Tennessee. Several 
car lots of splendid beeves were shown by 
boys’ and girls’ baby beef clubs, organized 
by the county agents. These youngsters went 
out in open competition with the grown-ups 
and captured a fair share of the prize mon- 
ey. This boys’ and girls’ work touched me 
deeply because I realize that in these young- 
sters are the men and the women of tomor- 
row. This work is so fundamentally sound 
and practical in its purpose that it should 
enterest every one. Many that have been 
debatable ones, questions of material 
moment, have not yet been decided 
and these boys and girls along with other 
boys and girls are going to decide these 
questions. Maybe not during my time, but 
they are the basis of our citizenship of to- 
morrow, and I am deeply interested in this 
work. 

“And to that end to encourage the boys 
and girls of Tennessee in their effort to 
learn the fundamentals of agriculture, I am 
authorizing the management of the local 
market to offer at their next annual Fat 
Stock Exposition a silver trophy, which will 


be known as the ‘Governor’s Cup,’ to be 
awarded to the boy or girl, member of a 
regularly organized baby beef club of this 
state, who has on exhibition at this show 
the best beef, to be awarded by the judges 
of the exposition, and the winner shall keep 
the trophy one ‘year, at which time it will 
again be awarded in the same manner, and 
if a boy or girl shall win it twice in succes- 
sion, then it shall permanently belong to the 
boy or girl to have and to hold his or her 
own forever. 

“IT hope this small offer on my part will 
prove an incentive to the boys and girls who 
are in this line of work and that it will con- 
vey to them and their parents and all boys 
and girls and all parents in the state that 
their governor feels the keenest personal 
yo ay in their develooment and future wel- 
are.”

Triplet Bull Calves. 

Mr. E. M. Wilson, of Anderson, Indiana, 
sold three good Aberdeen-Angus cows to J.

Vonore, Tennessee, March 7.—J. A. Sni- 
der, secretary of the Monroe County Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association; H. K. 
Foster, county agent; and G. L. Herrington, 
State Boys’ Club Leader from Knoxville, visi- 
ted several cattlemen Monday and selected 
= to be fed by members of the baby beef 
club. 

County Agent Foster has already enrolled 
enough reliable enthusiastic boys to feed out 
a carload of calves. The problem now at hand 
is to locate suitable calves, place them among 
these boys and have them properly fed and 
cared for. 

In order to exhibit these calves as a car 
load next fall there must be at least sixteen. 
It will make a better show too if all are of 
the same breed and are uniform in size, type 
and finish. Plans have been made to place 
no less than twenty Aberdeen-Angus calves 
so that a minimum of 16 can be exhibited 
as a car load. If the Shorthorn and Here- 
ford breeders desire to put a few individu- 
als of these breeds in the club they may be 
shown individually at fairs and the Nash- 
ville Fat Stock Show. 

J. A. Snider has three calves that are 
suitable; Ed Maloney three calves; and Jim 
Carson one calf. All of these breeders are 
in the vicinity of Vonore. R. E. Ewing, of 
Sweetwater, can furnish five calves. These 
are Aberdeen-Angus breeders and there are 
others who can complete the required num- 
ber with native calves. There are also 
enough native Hereford and Shorthorn cal- 
ves in the county to make out a maximum 
shipping car load. 

While the calves are only about six 
months old at present, they are of good stock 
and should weigh 700 pounds each by De- 
cember. The practical cattlemen of the 


county believe that it is a wise plan to use 
the native calves and have the boys go into 
the work for the real lessons to be obtained 
in feeding and management, rather than go 
elsewhere and purchase the highest priced 
yt and attempt only to make a great 
snow.

association for the honor they conferred up- 
on me by electing me their president. 

“T am sorry that the year just past has 
not been more remunerative for our mem- 
bers, but they need have no fear for the fu- 
ture. I shall always have the interest of 
our association before me, and it shall be 
my aim and effort to place Missouri Aber- 
deen-Angus in the front rank of all beef 
cattle breeds.” :

16th Deer., 1825: I have enclosed as much vaccine 
matter as Dr. Ewing had, it is very scarce at present ; 
he says this will innoculate one, and the matter for 
the others must come off the one that is first innocu- 
lated. Do not open it up yourself, but give it to the 
doctor to open; if this should not take effect, Dr. 
Ewing desires me to say that he will send more after- 
wards as he expects a supply soon. Fiddesbeg could 
not buy your corn; but I sold it by his advice at 8-p. 
Boll overhead which for 12% bolls is £11.5-. and 2-6. 
deducted for the custom, leaves £11-2-6d, which is 
sent by bearer. We are very much obliged to you 
for your fine birds, you are very attentive. I am 
sorry to hear your opinion of George Black. I thought 
him a very fine fellow, he is very clever and I hope 
not so wicked as yau say. I think it will be quite 
possible to manage him if you take the proper plan. . 
eevee 

13th Octr., 1826: Thanks for your present of game. 
It seems your brother Charles is to call for your 
shoes and bring them out on his feet and leave his 
own to be mended. Your Andrea Ferrara sword 
will be ready in about a fortnight. Charles will 
answer every question (put in Latin) in the negatve. 

19th April, 1827: My sisters desire me to ask 
the favour of you to go to Whitehouse to see the two 
ponies that are advertised for sale by Mr. Souter. 
If you think any of them, buy one of them. Of 
course they will require a particularly quiet, steady 
animal as they are no great horse-women. I hope by 
the time your mother is quite well and able to come 
to town and that your father is also recovered... . 

25th April, 1828: As John Boyn, Margt and I 
intend sailing for London in about a week, hence I 
think it as well that you inform your father in case 
he may want me to do any buiness for him before I 
go, and as I should like to see you, I have no ob- 
jection, if you are not coming to Aberdeen, to meet 
you at Liggerdale to breakfast someday soon say on 
Thursday first; and if I do not hear from you be- 
fore that time, if Thursday is a good day, I shall 
come to Liggerdale to breakfast and expect you there 
—I should like to send my horse to grass when I am 
away and perhaps you will be able to recommend me 
to somebody who would take particular care of him 
in my absence. I could hardly ask your father to 
do this as I mean and wish to pay for him and am 
afraid he would think himself affronted if I offered 
him payment. Do not let him see this letter, but 
ask him something about it. 

26th Octr., 1829: I have just received your letter; 
it will give me great pleasure to see you here. You 
need not come sooner than Monday as I have promised 
to go out to Glasgoezgo with Mr. Wm. Wilson, and it 
will likely be Monday before I come home. You will 
better send in all your things to Richmond Hill in- 
stead of the Bents, as we can shoot there, viz. on 
Easterskene on your way home rather... . 

11 Decr., 1829: I received yours and am glad to 
hear that you intend to visit us soon. We have not 
heard from your father since we left this for Dundee, 
of course he has gone on to York to attend the meet- 
ing there and I sincerely trust he will get. favourable 
accounts there. ... 

(The meeting at York had to do with the suspension 
of the Armstrongs—as letter from his brother Charles 
and Jos. Norrie indicate). P 

This seems to complete this series of interesting 
letters from his cousin William of Easterskene, which 
show them both on very intimate terms. It is pleasing 
to see with what promptitude the William in Aber- 
deen attended to the ‘“‘desires’” of William of Tilly- 


four. The former was apparently quite the authority 


on highland dress and equiette, and it will cause a 
smile to imagine the William McCombie as known to 
the world, in his snow-white-locked years, dooning 
tartan, hose, plaid, bonnet and philabeg—and even 
harboring another “picture” to take a good look at. 

Andrea Ferrara, from these youthful yearnings, it 
seems to be apparent that the young McCombies were 
prime full of highland instincts and felt entitled to 
don themselves in the proper clan garb. That William 
was a ready dancer, there seems to be no doubt cither ; 
this statement being supported by another stray letter 
of later date, 15th Feby., 1838, the laird of Easter- 
skene writing from there: 

Although the country is still very much blocked 
up with snow, we have path in most of the cross 
roads and as this is an idle time, I have resolved to 
have my ball here on Wednesday first, so I hope you 
will make your appearance on Tuesday at farthest ; 
send word to our friend Mr. Anderson of Balnacarig, 
as when I saw him last he expressed a wish to come 
to it. I hope your cattle will get down this week 
(by steamboat, we presume to London) as I believe 
the prices are good in London and of course we have 
need to be clear of them, in this stormy time. I mean 
to try to town today on the poney. Mind I expect 
you on Tuesday or Wednesday..... 

William, of course, in his veteran years, inveigled 
much against the many ‘‘promiscious’’ dances in the 
country. ; 

This letter is addressed on the outside to ‘William 
McCombie, Esq.” all the former were addressed to 
“Mr. William- McCombie,” showing less formality. 
Easterskene had also written across the top outside; 
“The postmaster will please forward this immediate- 
ly’’—balls were balls and could not be imperilled by 
the non-delivery of an invitation. These balls were 
annual affairs at Easterskene, while he also held for 
a series of yearly athletic games on the extensive 
lawn in front of Easterskene House, a commodious 
mansion in the Elizabethan style of architecture, built 
by him, as became a chief of a highland clan. 

His ‘“‘games” were attended by the leading athletes, 
including the world’s athletic champion, Donald Din- 
nie, Fleming and others. William of Tillyfour was an 
encourager of the Scotish athletic sports. On many 
an occasion during the lingering summer night, the 
athletically inclined ‘‘men’” would meet in the open 
stackyard, at Tillyfour, and hold contests among 
themselves, in preparation perhaps for the regular 
“games” in the district. Often would the master 
appear and watch them and make comment, between 
the intervals of his perusal of the daily paper which 
he might have received, providing a word of en- 
couragement or injecting a humorous remark. 


Letters from Brother Charles. 


We have letters from William’s brother, Charles 
beginning January 1824, apparently after the latter 
had entered the ministry and was seeking a church. 
His letters are of course less formal than William’s 
of "asterskene’s and are written in an easy, regu- 
lar, characteristic ‘“‘hand.’’ 

Written some time in January, from Aberdeen, 
Charles says: 

I sit down to answer your other 4 letters. As I 
am writing exceedingly fast, you will excuse all sorts 
of miscellaneous information, as I know you can read 
all sort of writing. I have received a letter from 
Mr. Black which I have enclosed and sent Grand- 
mamma. I am to write him by the beginning of 
March. If Grandmamma or any of you, are to write 
him you had better send in your letters by that time. 
Mr. Forbes of Springhill has had the kindness to un- 
dertake to forward any letter from me. I have 
seen his kindness to Franklin and his companions 
honourably taken notice of in Franklin’s publication. 
It is said, I think, “They arrived at length at Fort

Looking Up in Canada. 

Mr. F. W. Crawford, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association sounds a bit of good 
news from the North which assures of the 
prosperity that is just ahead and will ma- 
terialize as quickly as the farmers purchas- 
ing power is enhanced noticeably. Mr. Craw- 
ford gives out a little advice also that might 
well be heeded in the States: “Business is 
picking up wonderfully in this country. I 
recently sold a two-year-old bull for $600.00, 
another for $735.00 and yet another for 
$450.00. Prices on the whole are very poor 
though and buyers must have the cattle at 
low prices. My advice to breeders is to sell 
the cattle at almost anything that is reason- 
able as satisfied customers are bound to re- 
sult. With a good crop year I am looking 
for a very heavy trade about October extend- 
ine through the winter and spring months, 
with prices fairly good. The demand for 
cattle is the heaviest that I have known for 
some time, but cash is somewhat scarce.” 
This last phrase is quite familiar to most of 
the breeders in this country and is the big- 
gest factor now preventing the advance- 
ment of the cattle industry. 


To the Memory of William A. McHenry. 
(Continued from page 4). 

The bulls, Glenfoil Thickset 2d and 
Erwin C., two outstanding show bulls des- 
cendants of the great Black Woodlawn, per- 
haps the most famed of all the breed’s bulls, 
were purchased mainly for campaigning the 
fair circuits and each in their turn carried 
off the championship honors throughout the 
fair circuits. As stock bulls they were used 
but little but each in their turn sired some 
rare specimens. Enlate, being a son of Er- 
win C, is considered by many Aberdeen- 
Angus enthusiasts as the greatest bull of 
the breed, making the record price of $36,- 
000.00 at public auction and going to Col. 
W. H. Cooper, of Hedrick, Iowa. 

Mr. McHenry purchased the greater part 
of his foundation stock in America, selecting 
the very best he could find from the best. 
kept herds. His motto was, “Star right and 
you will always be right.” I have watched 
him at dispersal sales where some rare spe- 
cimens were passing under the hammer. It 
was at such occasions that he would make 
selections with a view to strengthening his 
herd. When he set in bidding on an animal 
he never quit until the animal fell to his 
ownership, and he only bought an animal 
when he thought it would improve his herd. 

In his breeding operations he made an 
annual culling out of individuals that did 
not conform to his idea of what a breeding 
animal should be. Under this system of 
weeding out, only retaining the best fe- 
males, he massed together the most won- 
derfully uniform lot of breeding cows carry- 
ing size and quality throughout the entire 
herd, which were recognized as the world’s 
foremost collection of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. Mr. McHenry was often referred to as 
the Sir George of America, for he was the 
same to American breeders as was Sir 
George to the breeders of Great Britian. 

Mr. McHenry was ever striving to improve 
his herd and did not confine his search to 
America alone for he made the trip to Great 
Brittian and brought back from the payent 
land two bulls to use in the Premier herd 
and from the importations made by Mr. M. 
A. Judy he made valuable selections. Also 
from those importations made by Chas. Es- 
cher he selected a most valuable lot of Eri- 
cas. 

In a series of twenty-eight ‘years of tri- 
umphs in the American show yard the cash 
premiums won by the herd foot up a total of 
forty thousand dollars and consisted of 276 
championships; 815 firsts; 397 seconds; 181 
thirds; 98 fourths; and 68 fifth prizes, a 
record that has never been equalled to the 
best of my knowledge, by any exhibitor of 
any of the beef breeds. 

Although covered up with business af- 
fairs Mr. McHenry always found time to de- 
vote to his cattle and he loved to work with 
them and each year as the herd was being 
placed on board of cars to make the annual 
rounds of the various State fairs and Na- 
tional shows he would remind Mr. Brown to 
be sure and take along an extra cot and his 
accustomed clothing for working about the 
cattle. As soon as the cattle were on the 
fair grounds ‘you would find Mr. McHenry 
there also for he found it a real pleasure to 
work with the cattle. His delight was to be 
up early in the morning grooming and ex- 
ercising and making everything ready for 
the day. He was an enthusiastic show man 

and with great interest he would watch the 
judge work the classes and place the awards, 
often taking part in presenting the groups 
or showing some favorite animal. 

I wish to recite a happening at the Minne- 
sota State fair some years ago. As the 
clerk was announcing the awards of the 
different classes, the McHenry entries win- 
ning first most frequently, a very fashion- 
ably dressed lady wished to have Mr. Mc-

Henry pointed out to her. Upon seeing him 
in herdsman’s attire she exclaimed, “I 
thought he was a banker!” I refresh my 
memory of an incident also at the Iowa State 
fair on one of those very warm days, the 
last of August when Mr. McHenry was leav- 
ing the show ring with a fine heifer that he 
had just won the blue on. The decision was 
a very close one and as he passed along the 
perspiration flowing freely down his coun- 
tenance, I remarked, “This is a very warm 
day for you,” With that peculiar quiver 
of his chin he replied, “Yes, you boys are 
making it mighty interesting for me.” At 
another class when Prof. C. F. Curtis was 
placing the awards he left a McHenry entry 
standing third. As the class was being dis- 
missed a ringside critic stepped up to Mr. 
McHenry and remarked, “I don’t think Cur- 
tis gave you what was coming to you.” Mce- 
Henry immediately replied, “He gave me 
just what I needed.” 

As time rolled by his physical condition 
became such that he no longer could give 
the herd his personal attention and it was 
necessary that some member of the family 
assist in the management of the cattle and 
the farms. This fell to the lot of his noble 
son, Sears, who so well fitted into the work 
of his father. It is to be regretted that he 
found himself overloaded with business af- 
fairs and its cares so that he was forced to 
give up something and a final decision was 
reached after much deliberation that they 
would disperse the herd at public auction. 
But this plan would require a great amount 
of work and anxiety, they sought for some 
breeder who could absorb the herd and carry 
it along the lines it so successfully had been 
developed. This fell to Escher & Ryan who 
purchased the entire herd of some two hun- 
dred head and merged it into their already 
large holding in Angus cattle. At the time 
the deal was consumated it was said to be 
the largest pure bred cattle deal on record. 
Messrs. Escher & Ryan in a very short time 
began a series of public sales and in a few 
years the greater part of this heroic herd of 
cattle had been scattered to every corner of 
the American continent for breeders were 
very anxious to secure some of the McHenry 
cattle, and thus this wonderful collection of 
cattle passed into the herds of America, add- 
ing strength and improvement to the various 
herds of our country. 

I feel that the Angus breeders of America 
owe W. A. McHenry a great debt of grati- 
tude for the contributions of constructive 
work of his whole life, the legacy which he 
has left to the Aberdeen-Angus cattle world, 
the results of his honesty and purpose and 
his natural intuition and talent in breeding 
cattle. 

Mr. McHenry was very active in the af- 
fairs of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association and was it’s ~resident 
at one time and a director for eighteen years. 
At his suggestion the original building fund 
was established whereby the twenty dollar 
membership fee was set asside and judicious- 
ly invested, the idea being that when a suf- 
ficient fund had accumulated the Association 
would be in a position to erect an office buil- 
ding suitable to house its affairs. He had 
the fond hope of seeing the day when the 
association could dedicate to its use a spa- 
cious building having fire proof vaults in 
whch to preserve its records and with an 
assembly room for the use of its member- 
ship and office rooms suitable to expedite 
the work of the office. This would be an 
administration building that would be a real 
home in which we all would have an interest 
and we would be indeed glad to call it the 
home of The American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. Such a structure 


would add prestige to our great breed of cat- 
tle and be a mark of stability as well as that

I am not certain whether I shall have to be at the 
presbytery; to get my discourses presented. It will 

depend entirely on the answer to the letter I sent to 
Mr, Paul. With best wishes to my mother, grand- 
mother, father, etc. 

Aberdeen 28th June, 1824: My uncle is much about 
the same as when my father saw him. He had not 
a very good night. He was six hours in bed but did 
not sleep much. I saw him today at 4 o’clock he was 
rather dull. I don’t think there is a great chance of 
his getting better ; but he may have a very long time 
as he is. The firelock, I understand, has been sent 
out.—I think I will sail about the end of the week. If 
there is any person coming in for lime this week, send 
in my stock I left in my room. I have a new what- 
ever. Mr. Doig is worse—-there is no hope of his 
getting better. . . 

Aberdeen 30th June, 1824: Uncle Thomas is no 
better. He had a bad night last night. He is rather 
dull when I saw him yesterday. Send me in on Fri- 
day my Diploma. It is inthe drawer my clothes lay 
in. I will require it in London. I think I shall sail 
on Saturday. ... 

The London letters of Charles have interest entire- 
ly of their own, independent of William himself. We 
see Charles, like William of Easterskene, both of 
whom had passed through college and taken their 
Arts degree, while Charles studied for the ministry 
which he seems to have regretted when he came to 
review his prospects in London, believing that he could 
be as good a Christian without being a preacher. 

In London he studied the great divines of the day, 
among them, Irving, with whom he became acquaint- 
ed, who was always his favorite and in regard to 
whom he asked his father not to believe any stories 
about his “wildness”, as he was a true seeker of souls. 
Charles went to London apparently against the wish 
of his parents, at least of his mother, and determined 
to make his living there. He had opportunities to be- 
come a teacher in educational institutions but pre- 
ferred a more independent life by taking private pu- 
pils in English and elocution, his pupils evidently 
beng of a well to do grade—one a lectuerer on chemis- 
try, physiology and so forth, another a young gentle- 
man of fashion. He was introduced to Thomas 
Campbell, the greatest living poet of whom and Mrs. 
Campbell, he became a favorite, the poet helping him 
to get invitations to write articles for the ‘‘Metro- 
politan University,” a magazine founded by Mr. 
Campbell, and the “Eclectic Review,” for his articles 
in which he was paid £10 a sheet of 16 pages. He 
made himself familiar with London, its suburbs and 
adjoining villages, and altogether it would appear 
that had he been compelled to stay in London, which 
he found to be as healthy as Scotland, though scme- 
times intolerably hot, he could have made his way 
in “literature.” The letters end in November, 1825, 
and the next one is from Edinburg, after he had be- 

2 minister at Lumphanan. He evidently was 
training his elocutionary “talent” as he speaks of his 
voice having improved, especially in its lower tones. 
He abhorred the “hurling at the audience of claps of 


thunder” style of certain ‘‘passionate” declaimers and 
describe the oratory of O’Connell, whom he heard as 
being like that of all Irish orators, ‘‘passionate.” 

In regard to William, we find Charles’s letters, 
chiding him for writing not so badly but expressing 
himself with insufficient clearness, Charles not being 
able to gain in certain instances whether he meant 
one thing or the other. William seems to have want- 
ed him to examine the gun shops, for the letters speak 
of the different kinds of guns “that could shoot as far 
as any”; they also speak of William’s ability as a 
shot, now better than Charles, the latter presumes ; 
and the sport in August in the Red Hill after the 
moorfowl, which sport Charles missed. While in Ab- 
erdeen, Charles gave William an information about 
cattle matters, of the beef shops in the New Market; 
and in London told him that one of the sights he 
would enjoy would be Smithfields on a market morn- 
ing—Charles’s own instincts leading him to visit 
such places. Charles seemed doubtful about William’s 
chances in his proposed cattle speculations; and the 
elder brother was also solicitous always about his 
father’s dealings at Falkirk and Hallow Fair, and 
eoncerned in the misfortunes that befell his father’s 
customers. 

London 30th August, 1824: As I did not learn 
until now that Mr. Graham was going away soon, you 
must excuse a brief and hurried letter. I have written 
you three letters and have got, as yet, no answer to 
any of them. I have heard with sorrow of the death 
of my uncle (Thomas, cousin William’s father). I need 
not describe my feelings, you can judge them. The per- 
son under whom, I wrote you, I had accepted a posi- 
tion, found that his school did not fill up as he expect- 
ed. Of course he did not want me and I did not want 
him; as it was in his power to make me perfectly 
uncomfortable. I have been staying since Mr. Garden 
left Scotland until now in Mr. Laing’s house. I have 
at present a view of a position. When I write you 
again I shall be able to say that I have got one. I 
have been obliged to trouble my father for some mon- 
ey; I only took 30 shillings of his with me. I can 
live here exclusively of clothes at a guinea a week. 
I am heeping my health perfectly well. I know no 
difference as to the healthiness of the climate be- 
tween London and Scotland, except that in London 
one requires to take more substantial food. I hear 
Irving twice a day. I get as many tickets as I like 
from one of the managers. I always get a seat. I 
admire him very much; his sermons in my opinion 
full of power. I have heard the greater part of the 
preachers worth hearing in London, none of them, 
whom I have heard is, in my opinion, equal to Irving. 
I know London pretty well now. I have been fre- 
quently in West Smithfield. You would see a shew 
of cattle there the like of which you never saw before. 
You will of course write to me what father is doing 
when the August Tryst is past, how he has done. 
Give my best compts to my mother. Say to grand- 
mamma that I hope to see her although I have gone 
to London... . 

London, 28th Sept., 1824: Mr. Garden has not re- 
turned yer. I expect to receive a letter from you 
by him. I wrote to Mr. Dunn sometime ago, that I 
had got a situation in the British and Foreign School 
Society. I have to instruct the teachers in Literature, 
ecmposition ete. . I have the offer of a situation 
in an academy at Blackheath. I shall not accept of 
a situation in an academy if I can obtain as much 
private teaching in London as will support me. The 
duty in academies is a bore. Besides, I like to be in 
London. Mr. Laing has shewn me much attention. 
I lodge a few doors from his house, with an acquain- 
tance of his. I never go out in the morning until 
2 or 3. They call it, by the by, morning here until 
six at night. How or why it is, I don’t know, but 
under the confinement, breathing the air of London, 
I never felt myself in more perfect health. In the 
morning I study hard. I intend to apply for access 
to the reading room of the British Museum. Living 
here is cheap. I have a good dinner for 1s, an excel- 
lent one for 1-6. I get a shirt washed for 3d. 

I have been introduced to Mr. Irving. He has given 
me leave to attend his church without a ticket. I 
always get a seat. I have heard almost all the 
preachers in London worth hearing. I am _ fondest 
of Mr. Irving and Joseph Fletcher of Stepney. Dr. 
Collyer, I like much. I always attend Mr. Irving in 


the morning; he is very unequal. There are now and 
then, however, in his discourses flashes of eloquence. 

I am under obligations to Mr. Boyne and Mr. Ross, 
particulary Mr. Ross. He and I are quite in our 
element when talking of preachers, lectures, public 
speaking, ete. 

London, 5th April, 1825: I have obtained a few 
more pupils. They are young men—one of them a 
young man of fashion. Labour of every kind, you 
are aware, is well paid in London. Five shillings for 
a lesson of an hour, given in my own or my pupil’s 
lodgings, are my present terms.
